The union, on the oiher hand, claims that
the bosa brewers nre scoking to dictate the
policy of thelr organization and that the
geale submitied would Lo mutually beneficinl.
The Bght Is on and It is sald will be bitterly
contented,

At tha Omaha Brewing assoelation plant
there was o partinl lockout at noon, xome of
the drivers refusing to go to wark., During
the afternooh beer was dellvered by the ex-
prees companies,

At noon yesterday the employes In the Jettor
brewery struck, the trouble growlng out of
differences botween the Omahn browers and
thelr employes.

UNION PROVOSES TO FIGHT.

The Brewery Workmen's union hell a
meoting at Kaufman's hall yesterday aftor-
neon, President Kraft, Seerotary Sangbehn
and others made addressos, The grievances
and events of the day were roviewsd and it
was determined to fight to a finish,

Seeretary Langbehn told a reporter that
the union woull win, that It wis ciulpped
to resent the attempt of the boss hrowers to
break up their organization, He sald that
the present scale was $15 and §16 per week
for brewers and $15 to $17.50 per weck for
drivers, and that if the union was destroyed
It meant a reduction to $12 per week., It
was a battle to maintaln the unlon.

OTHER LABOIRR ASKED TO JOIN.

The unlon appointed ecommitters to visit
wother branches of organized labor for the
purpose of assistince In enforcing [ts  de-
'mands.  The subject will be the special order
of business at the moeeting of the Central
‘Labor unifon tonight, and the me{l sny that,
Inagmuch as It {8 largely o fAght to maintain
their unlon, every labor organization In the
elty will stand by them.

It is sald that the scale or agreement which
“the bosses refused to slgn Included a clause
granting the right to the unlon to Investigate
causes of dismissal of employes before ratl-
fying the declsion of the foremen as fiual, in
such [nstances whero It was belleved a man
was diochnrged for belonging to a union,

rudiments of Informatlon that would enable
them to sucessfully pursue the study. To do
this suecessfully It was necessary to begln
at the bottom and pursue a definite plan
riather than to proceed at onee to experiments
which might be more interesting, but which
cauld pot be thoroughly understood without
the preliminary preparation,

gave n practical talk on the
possibllities of the dormant
showed how different bodles were charged
with the positive or negitive currents.

ALUHISON REORGANIZATION SECHEME,

the

Pinn Already Approved by All the Com-
mittees Mude Publle.

KANSAE CITY, April 9.—The reorganiza-
tion plan of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa
Fo rallroad, which had been approved by all
of the committees at home and abroad, will
Jrobably be formally announced tomorrow,
It provides for an assessment of $10 n share
on the $102,000,000 of comiaon stoek, or
$10,200,000, and an sssessment of 4 per cont
on the second mortgage and Ilncome bonds,
or about $3,400,000, making $13,600,000 In
all. The cosh so recelved will be used for
the retirement of the floating debt and re-
organization expenses,

The plan provides that §$30,000,000 more of
peneral mortgage bonds may be issued to  tnke
up outstanding bonda and $15,600,000 to take
up the new thirty-year prior lien 4 per eent
bonds which may be Issued under the re-
organization, This makes about $114,000,000
general mortgage bonds in all required for
the purposes of the reorganization, but the
plan provides that $14,500,000 more may be
tasued for construction and |mprovements and
additlons at [ rate  of not 1o
excerd  §$3,000,000 in kny one vear, ‘Then
$20,000,000 more of general mortgage bonds
and  $20,000,000 of preferred stock may be
Isgued for the purpose of acquiring contraol
of the Atlantlc & Pacific and Colorado
Midland and St, Louls & San Francisco
rallrouds, In case satisfactory arrangements
can be made, but the scheme itself does not
Include those roads In the reorganization.
The total issue of general morigige bonds,
If theso roads are acquired, will be $1560,000,-
000, The new 4 per cent adjustment bonds
will be Income bonds, but It I8 stated that
the interest will be cumulative after July
1, 1000. After the amount of extra general
mortgage bonds i85 exhausted a new  mort-
gage for $20,000,000, subject to the genera)
mortgage and prior to the adjuspment mort-
gage, may be lgsued at the rate of $2,000,000
of such bonds a year. This, however, re-
quires the consent of the adjustment bond-
hinlders,

One of the most Interesting features of the
plan Ig \hat relating to the reticement of the
$0,000,000 of guaranty fund notes, $13,760.000

of equipment bonds, and §1,500,000 of car
trust bonds, for which it 15 intepded to
itane the 4 per cent thirty-year gold bunds

at par, provided it js not consldered feasible
to pay O these obligations with gencral
mortgage bonds out of the additional $30,-
000,000, The prior H¢n bongs, of
Luurse, will  econstitule & first mort-
guge upon  the entire property and
hepce the general moriguge will be 4 second
mortgage thoereto, In connection with this,
thers Ia this general cluuss=: “Additional
prior len bends to ap amount not exeeeditg
In the aggregale §$5,000,000 may be lssued
at any Ume within five years [rom the
formation of the new corporation when re-
guested  fur the lmprovement of the proper-
ties embraced in the system, covered by the
new genersl morigage or for olhor necessary
purposes, n such conditions as may be the
mortgage securing such bonds.

The prior len bonds will Le redeemable at
106G and acerued Interest on apy coupon
day, General mortgage bonds will be re-
served for the retirgunent of the prior lien
bonds when drawn.

The plan etates that in case It I1s hot
possible to reach a satisfuclory arrangement
with the Atlastic & Pacifle bondholders any
part of the extra 320,000,000 of gencral mort-
gage boonds and §20,000,000 preferred stock
may be used for the construction of a paral-
1] road to connect the main Hne of the
Santa Fe line with its tributaries in souths

ern  Californin. Furthésmore, in oase Lhe
Atlantic & Pacific s sequired, a part of the
remiinihg general mortgage bonds and pre-
ferred stock may be weed for building & new
line connecting the ‘Adantic & Pacifio at
The Needles with the Santa Fo's southern
Californla branches. From this it will be
Reen It In Intended to ggve up the rond be-
tween The Needles and Mojave, which In
leaxed from the Sowthern Pacific, unlesa
more faxorable terms can be obtained from
the latter company.

HIGHER RATES FOR SHOATEKR HAUL,

Sonthern Rullway (lwens Permisson to Mest
the Seabonrd’'s Cuots,
WASHINGTON, April 9.—The (Intersiate
commerce commission today granted the re.
cent request of the Bouthern Rallway com-
pany, that in order to meet the cut In rates

mada by the Seaboard Alr line It be au-
thorized to charge less for a long than a
fhort haul of passengers. The order of the

commissioners was an follows:

It is ordered that
tlon be and the same Is heroby granted, and
sald Southern Hallway company Is her by au-
thorlzed to obarge leas for tho transportation
of pagsengers for longer than for shorter die-
tance over the =same lne in the same direc-
tion, the shorter belng Ineluded within the
longer distance, but only to the extent and
upon the eonditions following:

1. Such high rates for shorter distancos
shall not In any cuse exoced the lower rites
for longoer distances by more than $6.

2. Much lower ratos for long Qdutnnces
shnll not only In any ease be less than thowe
previously  published by the Seaboard  Alr
line or competing carrters between the sime
points,

4. Such lower rates for longer distanees
shall not In any case be less than the cost
of the serviee rendered,

This 18 declared to be tempornry and pro-
viglonal pending further investigation by the
commisston, and the same may be modified
or revoked at any time and with or without
notice in the diseretion of the commiesion,

HATES N EASTHOUND BUSINESS,

Imporiant Meoting of Ealirond Presidents
Iin New York City.

NEW YORK, April 9.—An Important rall-
rond meeting was held today at the offioes of
the Trunk Line committee. This committee
corsists of the presidents of all the lines east
of Chleago and Bt. Louls, and {8 known as
the Joint committee of Trunk Lines nssocla-
tion.

The obfect of the meeting, as explained by
gome of the members of the commiites, is
malnly to consider eastbound rates for both
[refght and passenger business,

An agreement wenl into effeet January 1
Ingt regarding easthound paseenger fares and
the nonpayment of commiselons thereon, and
already one or two roads have given notlee
of their Iftention to withdraw from the agree
ment on the ground that it s being violnted
The principal business of the meeting today
therefore will be to settle that difficulty and
restore harmony,

Knllway Notes.
